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REPORT. 



In view of the approaching reorganization of the School 
Board, and consequent changes in all standing committees, 
the Drawing Committee desires that the report now respect- 
fully submitted, may be found to show that such substan- 
tial progress has already been made under the present sys- 
tem in the branch of education committed to its charge, as 
to encourage those who may hereafter direct it, to persevere 
in the same course, with confidence in its fitness to accom- 
plish the aim which the city has in view, namely, the train- 
ing of the children at the Public Schools in Drawing and 
Design. 

This training of young eyes to see correctly, and of young 
hands to reproduce or combine forms simple and complex ; 
this teaching of a new language, the silent and eloquent lan- 
guage of form, is begun in the Primary Schools, conducted 
on a higher plane in the Grammar Schools, and carried as 
far as possible in the High Schools, where efforts should be 
more and more directed towards awakening a love for the 
beautiful in nature and art in the minds of the pupils. 

As this end is more and more plainly attained, we are con- 
vinced that the public will be more and more disposed to re- 
gard the course pursued by the Drawing Committee with a 
favor, which, in its present incomplete workings, it cannot 
be expected to meet with on all hands. The persons who 
shake their heads dubiously are those amongst us who re- 
gard purely Mechanical Drawing '' as unworthy of State inter- 
ference ; " who think that Industrial Drawing should, from the 



first have in it a pronounced artistic element, and who re- 
gard any system as unsatisfactory which does not do what is 
here impossible, namely, surround children with beautiful 
forms of art, and lead them to appreciate their most subtle 
qualities. We are indeed of opinion that to grow up in an 
atmosphere permeated with beauty would be immeasura- 
bly advantageous to the rising generation. It would make 
our future citizens like those of Plato's republic, — men and 
women who, from loving beauty as a principle, for itself, 
would rise to an appreciation of divine beauty, and thus, 
guarded against all low tastes and desires, would reach an 
ideal status. Unfortunately, under the conditions imposed 
upon us, such high possibilities can only be aimed at in a 
very limited degree. In its present effoi*ts the Drawing 
Committee must perforce confine itself to the task of laying 
the bricks and foundation stones of education in art ; it has 
not the means to purchase such desirable reproductions of 
standard examples of plastics form and ornament as are nec- 
essary to illustrate the higher principles of art; it must 
work with dull tools and scant materials, hoping only that 
what is done, however little, may serve to prepare the way 
for better and higher things in the future. By and by, when 
the Museum of Fine Arts shall offer the teacher a place 
where he can illustrate principles of form and color to his 
pupils through artistic masterpieces, the then existing 
Drawing Committee will be placed on a vantage ground 
whence it can direct Public Education in the arts of design, 
on a scale, and with a success, impossible under present con- 
ditions. Something more, were the means provided, could 
be done at present, by enriching the High Schools and Even- 
ing Drawing Schools with good examples of form and 
color. Four bare walls and reams of paper, with pencils 
and rubber ad libitum, are not all that is needed. The 
teacher must have other appliances if he is to teach effect- 
ively. He needs hot-house flowers when the fields have 



ceased to produce wild flowers, that he may talk about plant 
forms intelligibly, and show their proper application in in- 
dustrial design. To purchase these, as well as casts, flat 
copies, and models of all sorts, a sum of money might well be 
spent annually by the city, and at the same time contribu- 
tions be solicited for the same purpose from all who are 
interested in Art Education. 

Every High School ought to have a large, well-lighted 
room, appropriated to di'awing, fitted with proper desks, 
and suppUed with such examples as are mentioned above. 
It should contain a few casts of the finest Greek statues and 
bas-reliefs, as well as of ornamental work of the best periods ; 
also casts from nature, of heads, hands, feet and limbs, 
together with others of architectural fragments and metal 
work. Of flat copies it should have 'a selection from such 
works as M. Ravaisson's " Studies from the Antique," Gerome's 
"Cours de Dessin," Lievre's "Cours d'Ornement," etc., etc. 
With these materials, the instructors could effectively carry 
out the intention of the city in providing them, namely, to 
make them serve to develop the unquestionable faculty for 
design existing in our people, — a matter of vital importance 
to our manufacturing community. The duty of doing so has 
been recognized by the State and city, but as yet the means 
provided are not adequate. 

The adoption of a sound system of progressive instruction 
is a great step towards it, but if the principles laid down in 
the text-books are to bear fruit, a great deal must be done in 
the way pointed out above. The only one of our High 
Schools which has as yet been put into anything like a favor- 
able condition for the purpose is the Girls' High School, 
where the frieze of the Parthenon given by Mr. James M. 
Barnard, and the casts of antique statues and busts given 
by many private individuals to adorn the exhibition room, 
are available for study. 

A room specially arranged for drawing has lately been 



opened in the upper story of the building, under the charge 
of a highly qualified teacher; and a programme of studies, 
embracing plant form, historical ornament, and cast drawing in 
charcoal and crayon, has been prepared for the upper classes. 
All this will soon enable the public to judge of the superior 
results obtainable in a school properly equipped. We can- 
not doubt that these will be such as to convince every one of 
the necessity of putting all the High Schools in the same 
favorable condition. 

Then will come the turn of the Grammar Schools,, whose 
raised condition will push the High Schools up to a still 
• higher level. Thus in course of time we shall see graduates 
from the High Schools, who, having commenced their edu- 
cation in the Kindergarten or the Primary School, have 
advanced to a really high state of attainment. 

With such a prospect in view, we can afford to bear the 
doubts and cavils of those who would crown the edifice 
before they have laid the foundations, content to see proof 
in each successive exhibition, that we have taken a wiser 
course in gradually adjusting a systematic course of instruc- 
tion to the schools, and in planning and advising each suc- 
cessive step ; meanwhile never losing sight of the goal, 
however distant it may now appear to be. 

Is it not something which the city may be proud of, that, 
at the examination in the spring, eighteen head masters ob- 
tained a full diploma ; that in twenty-three Grammar Schools, 
whose head masters did not obtain the full diploma, it was 
obtained by the head assistant, or a teacher above that grade ; 
and that over a thousand teachers from the schools passed 
examination in at least one subject? In consequence of this, 
in all but nine schools, we now have some one qualified to 
give instruction in the five subjects of free-hand, model and 
memory drawing, as well as in geometry and perspective, 
without the assistance of any special instructor, unless in 
exceptional cases. 
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Four years ago not a master or a teacher in any one of 
the schools coiild have taught more than one of the subjects 
above named. Instruction could only be given by special 
instructors, who, had any such general scheme of instruction 
as is now possible been attempted, would have had to be 
multiplied to such an extent as to render the teaching, of 
drawing in the public schools impracticable on account of 
the expense. Now we have forty-one schools where instruc- 
tion can and will be given without one dollar's additional 
cost to the city. 

The aggregate expense attending the instruction of draw- 
ing during the. past year, 1874-1875, exclusive of drawing- 
books, was $30,187.34, being $1,648.18 less than the previ- 
ous year, of which sum $21,608.67 was paid for salaries. 
The salaries of the teachers of drawing in six evening 
schools amounted to $8,730. The cost of material for the 
day and evening schools, fitting up new school, etc., was 
$8,578.67 ; of the amount expended in the evening schools 
$472.81 was returned to the city treasury for pencils, paper, 
rubber, etc., purchased by the pupils. 

In regard to these evening classes, your committee desire 
to state, that they hope by a more systematic organization 
to increase thBir usefulness. Here the problem to be solved 
is different from that offered in the day schools. Instead of 
entering upon a course of study which is to extend over several 
years, the pupils attend in many instances but for a single 
seasoH, and not always regularly, dropping off generally in 
the spring,when mechanics find work at a distance from home ; 
and even if they remain in the neighborhood, cease to attend, 
because the lengthened days allow them to continue their 
work until too late an hour. For these reasons, the Drawing 
Committee recommended that these schools should be opened 
in October instead of November, and be closed in April 
instead of May. The class of persons who frequent them 
desire instruction in instrumental drawing, building con- 
struction, ship-draughting, free-hand and ciast drawing. In 
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order that it maybe effective, they need many more models 
and flat copies than they have at present. 

Perceiving this need, the Drawing Committee appealed 
last autumn to the public, asking for gifts and loans. This 
appeal met with but a limited response. Valuable contribu- 
tions were made by the Trustees of the Mechanics' Charitable 
Association, by Messrs. Blake & Co., and by some private 
individuals, and to them we offer our grateful acknowledg- 
ments at the same time that we express the^hope that others 
will follow their generous example. Having no annual allow- 
ance, to be spent upon models; these schools are dependent on 
public charity for everything but the localities in which they 
are held, and such materials for work as paper, boards, pen- 
cils, etc., etc. We are convinced that to make this fact 
known will suffice, and that the Appleton-street school 
will not long continue to be the only one which is at all 
adequately supplied. 

In order that the present state of instruction in drawing 
may be the more clearly understood, the Drawing Committee 
requested the General Supervisor to prepare a series of notes 
explaining the heliotype plates, which, as during the two 
past years, have been prepared by Messrs. Osgood & Co., to 
illustrate this report. The notes -are published in connec- 
tion with the heliotypes, where they can be conveniently 
referred to by those who wish to understand Mr. Walter 
Smith's ideas and methods of instruction. As resulting from 
their application, the drawings are in themselves so sufficient 
an encomium of them that words of praise on our part may 
be dispensed with. The report is further completed by the 
addition of a corrected list of names of teachers who have 
passed examinations in all or some of the chief subjects 
required to be taught in the public schools.

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It may be as well to explain, in connection with these ex- 
amples of the pupils' work, the principle upon which the 
programme of instruction has been arranged. ' 

Much of the difficulty supposed to be found in learning to 
draw, arose from the absence of method in teaching, and 
want of educational skill in arranging the lessons, whereby 
exercises were undertaken by beginners which offered most 
of the difficulties of drawing at first, and in one subject. 
Thus the drawing of a house, which displayed all the mys- 
teries of (1) proportion^ (2) perspective^ and (3) process of 
shading J used to be considered a suitable subject for a be- 
ginner, and these distinct phases of drawing were conse- 
quently undertaken at once by a pupil ignorant of all three 
No wonder that it was difficult to learn drawing when sucb 
was the practice, and that it should come to be believed that, 
only a few especially gifted persons would ever learn to^ 
draw. 

When the same experience in teaching which had so> 
simplified the courses of elementary instruction in the subject 
of general education was employed in grading the specialty 
of art instruction, a remedy was at once provided for the 
difficulty of learning to draw. This was discovered in so 
arranging the subjects as to encounter only one difficulty at. 
a time, whilst every promotion of the pupil in general school 
work should introduce him also to some new phase of draw- 
ing. By this the attention is concentrated upon a definite 
purpose and the difficulties are gradually overcome. On 
this arrangement it is found that every pupil can be taught,. 
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and the progress each makes is greater than has been here- 
tofore experienced. 

In teaching the elements of form, the regular should come 
before the irregular, the exact be the standard by which the 
inexact should be judged. In the Primary classes, therefore, 
the pupils are taught the simplest geometric forms by name 
and shape, forms easy to understand and draw, and upon 
these as a basis, varied exercises are given, each cultivating 
some part of the intelligence and all contributing to skill of 
hand. The work of drawing in the Primary Schools is to 
learn the alphabet and nomenclature of form, just as the 
alphabet and elements of language are learned, appealing to 
the intelligence through the senses, the channels of knowl- 
edge which nature has developed as maturely in the child as 
in the adult. The subjects of lessons in the Primary Schools 
are as simple as they can be made, the object being to fur- 
nish the child with a vocabulary which will at a future time 
be essential to progress in drawing, as it is in every other 
branch of education. 

The four lower classes in the Primary Schools, 6, 5, 4, 3, 
draw upon slates, and therefore no record is kept of their 
work. The two upper classes, 2 and 1, draw the same ex- 
ercise upon paper, and the three plates, 1, 2, and 3, are 
fac-similes of exercises which have been done in some of the 
schools. This may be regarded as an illustration of what 
has been before stated, that one difficulty only should be 
encountered at' once. By practice on the slates the pupils 
learn names and shapes and the language employed in teach- 
ing, and thus when some foundation has been laid they are 
^advanced to drawing on paper the forms already learned, the 
technical difficulty of working on paper being enough to en- 
.gage their attention with, at one time. With regard to sub- 
ject, the forms capable of being tested by the pupils them- 
:selve8 are given, and the habit of testing carefully encouraged.

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so that they may early recognize the need of accuracy, and 
strive to attain it. 

In plate 1, the ornamental details are based on the square 
and circle, and correct drawing depends greatly on true divis- 
ions of this simple geometrical form, which can be tested 
and demonstrated to the eye and understanding of any pupil 
in a Primary School. The examples are radiations from a 
centre ; the whole designs are repetitions of a small unit, 
itself easy to draw, so that the eflfort required in the accom- 
plishment of such exercises is confined to the drawing of 
geometric forms, which can be tested, and the arrangement 
of the unit, which is exceedingly simple. Oral instruction 
is given by the teacher, and illustrations on the blackboard 
convey the information which might be omitted in the oral 
teaching. In plate 2 of the illustrations are seen some 
variations in the nature of the lessons. Form No. 3 has 
been drawn from dictation, i. 6., the pupil has drawn his 
exercise entirely from the oral description given by the 
teacher, and without seeing it before drawing it, except 
mentally, as the description of the teacher unfolded it to his 
imagination. 

The form, based on the square, is simple, as it should be, 
to be adapted to the capacity of a child ; but the exercise 
itself, of drawing from dictation, will be seen to be a very 
valuable one educationally, tending towards the formation of 
careful teachers and classes of attentive learners. In Nos. 
4, 5 and 6 are to be seen exercises of memory drawing, re- 
calling to mind and drawing that which has been previously 
drawn, without assistance from teacher or visible illustra- 
tions. 

Cultivation of the memory is at all times important, de- 
pendence having sometimes to be placed upon that which 
We have to remember ; and drawing here assists the cause of 
general education by oflfering a means of exercising and test- 
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ing mental impressions by a visible comparison of the mind's 



miages. 



In plate 3, No. 1 is an illustration of another form of 
exercise, — the rearrangement of straight and curved lines 
within geometric shapes to produce a design. For children 
in Primary Schools such an exercise must needs be made 
very simple, though in pupils of these schools, as in the 
Kindergarten, the human instinct of design is found to be 
present and active. Constructiveness comes to us by nature 
and is developed by observation,' and must exist in an ele- 
mentary state in the child as certainly as it is found ip the 
man. The exercises in design are more for the purpose of 
giving this instinctive, creative force an opportunity of indul- 
gence and development, than from any greater results which 
are expected ; but no other lesson in drawing is so popular 
with the children, nor entails less labor on the teacher. 

The teaching of geometric definitions to pupils in the 
Primary Schools, illustrated by drawing the forms defined, 
is found to be very valuable, conducing to a clear under- 
standing of the language used in the further study of draw- 
ing. No illustration is given of this section, which is gener- 
ally studied in the lower classes. 

GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 

« 

The three subjects allotted to the pupils of Grammar 
Schools are, first y freehand outline drawing and original 
design ; second^ model and object drawing from blackboard 
and the solid ; thirds geometrical drawing. 

On plate 4 the elementary designs of the lowest Gram- 
mar class are shown, only a slight adv.ance on those made 
in the Primary Schools. A new feature is, however, here in- 
troduced, the scholars being encouraged to take the forms 
of natural foliage for the subjects of their designs, and learn 
the meaning of conventionalizing such forms, omitting the

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details or accidents of individual specimens of leaves, whilst 
retaining their general character for the purpose of design. 
Occasionally, as in Nos. 5 and 6, on plate 4, abstract curves 
are also employed ; in this as in every class the widest possi- 
ble scope for originality being given in the designing exer- 
cise. 

Plate No. 5 illustrates the model drawing of the sixth 
Grammar class, the examples having been drawn on the 
blackboard by the teacher, and the principles of construc- 
tion of the simpler solids explained to the class. The pupils, 
copying the diagrams, learn not only how to represent the 
solids themselves, but the class of objects based on such 
solids, and thus indirectly the process of drawing objects 
from nature is commenced in the lowest Grammar class. 
The geometrical drawing of the classes is but a repetition, 
by means of ruler and compasses, of the earlier exercises in 
free-hand drawing, thus learning to do by mechanical means 
and in an exact manner what the hand is trained to do 
fairly (though its work must necessarily be inexact) in the 
free-hand exercises. 

The designs of the fifth class, showing great advance in 
truth of execution, are illustrated on plate 5, together with 
dictation exercises of the fourth class ; and the model draw- 
ins: from the blackboard of the fifth class is also shown on 
plate 7. 

The exercises of memory and dictation drawing have been 
found so valuable by teachers, as a means of concentrating 
the attention and thoughts of the pupils, that lessons in 
these subjects are occasionally given even in the higher 
Grammar classes. The forms on plate 8 are examples of 
very simple exercises, and the time will come when such work 
will be confined to the Primary Schools, more advanced 
work being expected from the Grammar classes. 

Plates 9 and 10 display the designs and model drawing of 
the third class, the models being drawn from the actual 
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solids. It will be seen from these pages how much influence 
the training given by use of square and compasses has upon 
the freehand work, the true working of such a design as 
No. 4, plate 9, being a triumph of childish work, whilst the 
geometric solids, plate 10, display very careful instruction and 
appreciation of form. 

On plates 11 and 12 are designs and memory drawings of 
Grammar class No. 2, and the same progress is observable in 
manipulation and carefulness of workmanship. Plate 13 is 
illustrative of the lessons in design, where a page of the 
text-book is heliotyped, showing the material given and the 
use made of it, for the ornamentation of three different geo- 
metrical forms. 

In class 1 the model drawing from the geometrical solid 
shows the influence of teaching principles from the board, 
the examples on plates 14, 15 and 16, though imperfect in 
some respects in manipulation, showing a remarkable com- 
pliance with the rules of perspective. 

The designing of the first class was universally acknowl- 
edged to be the strongest part of the exhibition, and it was 
almost impossible, out of the thousands of designs exhibited, 
to make any selection which would display the amount of 
diversity and originality observable in the work. 

Plates 17 to 20 are examples of this branch of first-class 
work, and the two plates 19 and 20 show a treatment by 
twelve different children of a maple leaf to fill a square, in 
comparing and contrasting which those who are disposed to 
question the possibility of teaching the art of designing to 
children may find a very direct answer to their q.uestion. 
After placing several hundreds of these square designs side 
by side, it was impossible to discover any two that were like 
enough to suggest the copying of one by the designer of the 
other, and the examples for heliotj'^ping were taken as they 
came, without selection other than by class. ' 
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HIGH SCHOOLS. 

In the High Schools, drawing from the solid is carried on 
with the addition of light and shade and color to the outline 
used by the Grammar School. The design, which in the 
Primary Schools was only the rearrangement in some new 
combination of abstract lines, and in the Grammar Schools 
the arrangement of natural foliage in geometrical enclosing 
forms, in the High Schools becomes the application of the 
arranging power to ornament some useful object, and thus 
gives an industrial value to the power acquired. This branch 
of study is but of recent introduction, and will doubtless 
become of more importance every year, being the obvious 
climax of a system of industrial drawing. 

The landscape in sepia, after Turner, plate 21, and the 
machine drawing, plate 29, will indicate that the art studies 
in the High Schools are elective in their character, the aim 
being to apply the knowledge acquired in the lower schools 
to some branch that may be useful in after life to each indi- 
vidual pupil. Much difficulty has been found in carrying 
out this plan, because the pupils most advanced in general 
class work in High Schools have had the least practice in 
geometrical drawing, and have therefore found themselves 
unable to do the advanced work in drawing. 

This, however, is being remedied year by year, and it is 
hoped that next year the High School studies will be of a 
much higher character, both artistically and industi'ially, than 
was practicable before. 



EVENING SCHOOLS. 



The work of pupils in the free industrial drawing classes 
has been of a more technical character than that of day- 
school pupils, the mechanic usually wanting to practise at 
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once the drawing "^hich appertains to his trade, and that 
without any previous preparation in the elementary subjects. 
Progress under such circumstances is proverbially slow and 
entails much severe application on the pupil. The general 
introduction of drawing in the day schools will, in a very 
few years, remedy this, as it will in the High Schools, and 
pupils will then be able to commence their technical studies 
in the advanced schools well grounded in the general princi- 
ples of drawing, instead of having to learn it for the first 
time as adults. 

The general division of work in the evening classes is into 
three departments : 1st. Freehand. 2d. Machine Draw- 
ing and Ship-draughting, 3d. Building Construction. 

Examples of drawings made in the classes are given on 
plates 30 to 40, with the exception of ship-draughting, the 
exercises in those classes being found to be on too large a 
scale to be fairly represented in a small heliotype. 

The drawings of the evening classes are self-explanatory ; 
they are perhaps of better purpose this year than formerly, 
the subjects being less important and complex, and more 
thoroughly worked out. 



INFERIORITY OF THE HELIOTYPES TO THE ORIGINAL DRAWINGS. 

Concerning all the drawings it may be said that their good 
points are but faintly reproduced in the heliotypes. The 
reduction from a large scale to a size capable of being used 
in this report, and the inequality in depth of line where 
several exercises appear on one sheet, will explain why much 
of the delicacy and finish existing in the originals has been 
lost in the reproduction. The purpose, however, of includ- 
ing the examples in this report has been rather to demon- 
strate the course of study than to display the imdoubted ex- 
cellence of many of the works ; to show that drawing is a 
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practicable and serviceable branch of a common-school edu- 
cation, rather than a playttdng or acconiplishment for the 
few. 

Experience in the Boston schools has demonstrated, beyond 
all doubt, the principle upon which the present scheme was 
commenced, viz., that all can learn to draw who can learn 
anything else, provided they begin soon enough, — a propo- 
sition called in question by many, until the evidence became 
so complete and convincing that no theoretical opinion to the 
contrary could live in presence of undisputed facts establish- 
ing the truth of the proposition. 

There is another gratifying feature of our experience in 
the Boston schools, which should be remembered when ex- 
amining, in future years, the development this branch of 
education is destined to undergo. The subject of design, 
as taught in our Primary, Grammar, and High Schools, 
graduated in its steps, and definite in its aims (the eleva- 
tion of industrial art), has never yet been pursued in all 
grades of public schools in any other country. This is 
something for us to remember, and it is worth remembering 
that before we have been four years at work in a systematic 
manner on what is to us a new subject, an entirely original 
feature of this branch of education has been evolved by our 
experience, and one which, in the opinion of those most 
competent to judge, is likely to be as fruitful in its influence 
on the industry of the country as it has been interesting to 
the teachers and pupils who have studied and developed 
it. 

The cry is frequently raised about education in our schools 
that we ought to make it more directly utilitarian in its 
objects. This desire is completely met in one branch by 
the teaching of drawing, so directly useful in almost all 
branches of industry, and there can hardly be a difference of 
opinion among practical educators^ that the time devoted to 
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drawing is amply repaid by the habits of accuracy, care and 
thoughtfulness which the study creates or fosters , and thus 
assists every other subject of education.
